There is never n day on which some 
part of the earth is not shaken, and it 
is probable that not even an hour over 
passes without some kind of an earth­ 
quake in some part of the earth. 
The 
truth of this statement may be in­ 
ferred from the fact that In Japan 
alone 8,331 earthquakes were recorded 
between the years 1885 and 1892. The 
great majority of these shocks are tre­ 
mors detected only by instruments or. 
if noticed by man. of such fdight in 
tensity as to cause no alarm. 
Many, 
however, are sufficiently strong to on 
danger life and property, and there is 
every gradation between the tremors 
which only delicate instruments detect 
and the earthquake which devastates 
a greai city. 
Causes for jars in the earth are many 
and of different kinds. 
The falling in 
of the roofs of caverns has been known 
to cause earthquakes, and landslides 
have caused others. 
These, however, 
are minor causes, and tin* resulting 
shocks are of slight importance. A far 
more potent cause for earthquakes i- 
volcanic action. 
There nr.* two great bolts <<n tin 
earth in which either volcanoes are a<- 
tive or mountains tire growing or in 
which the two phenomena are hsso 
dated. 
’Oiese two belts follow great 
circles. 
One <>f these passes through 
the West 
Indies, the Mediterranean 
sea, the Caucasus and Himalaya uioun 
tains and is called by De MontessU" 
the Mediterranean or Alpine <'aucasus 
per 
have 
occurred. 
The second belt nearly en­ 
circles the Pacific, follow ing the Andes, 
the mountains of western North Atner 
icm the Aleutian islands, Japan and the 
Philippines. 
This De Montessus calls 
the cireum-Pttcific or Andes-Japanese 
Malayan bolt. 
In this belt have occur 
erd 11 per ••»mt of all recorded earth 
quakes 
In all the rest of the world 
the recorded earthquakes equal only *' 
per cent of the total number. 
Those whose homes are outside the 
two belts of frequent earthquakes are 
not a b s o l u t e l y immune from disturb 
anee, as is proved by the earthquake 
at Charleston in 1880 ami at New Mad­ 
rid In 1812. But in those parts of the 
globe earthquakes are not common. 
They occur in widely scattered loeali 
ties al rare intervals and are not com ( 
raouly of great destructiveness, lu the 
belts of frequent earthquakes, on the 
other hand, shocks may occur in many 
places at frequent intervals and ocea 
sioually 
with 
great 
violence. 
San 
Francisco and Santiago, for example, 
are situated on danger lines in the 
earth’s crust, as are many other places 
m the two great earthquake belts.—

7 L, B, Hicks and six companions were 
caught by the cave-in of a tunnel In 
which they were at work at this place. 
Since then continuous snifts of miner» 
have been at work day and night — 
every hour—in an attempt at rescue. 
After working a few days commnidea­ 
tion was established with llicks by 
means of a steel pipe which was driven 
through the debris 
seventy 
feet to 
where he is confined.

His six companions are dead, the foot 
of one of them being visible by the 
prisoner as he crouches, hardly able to 
move his body.
